EATON'S  TOWN  MEETING 
1985 

The  annual  Town  Meeting  of  the  Town  of  Eaton,  N.H.  was  called  to 
order  on  March  12,  1985  at  8:00  PM  by  Ellsworth  T.  Russell,  Moderator. 

Mr.  Russel  read  the  "Call  to  Meeting"  and  the  articles  of  the  Warrant. 

The  Moderator  then  introduced  Grace  T.  Fowler,  who  in  turn  introduc- 
ed Larry  Ross  and  Mark  Provost.  Mrs.  Fowler  announced  that  as  Presi- 
dent of  the  Ladies'  Circle  she  had  the  honor  of  presenting  the  handsome 
new  table  to  the  Townspeople.  When  the  Master  Plan  Committee  began 
their  special  studies  and  held  meetings,  the  need  became  apparent  for 
better  communication  between  the  Committee  and  the  Townspeople  at- 
tending. This  need  was  also  attested  to  by  other  committees. 

The  Ladies'  Circle  commissioned  Larry  Ross  and  his  assistant,  Mark 
Provost,  to  make  a  table  for  the  Town  Hall,  based  on  a  design  by  Louis 
Feron.  It  is  given  by  the  Ladies'  Circle  of  Eaton  and  other  interested 
Townspeople  and  Friends  who  contributed  to  the  fund.  Larry  Ross  made 
and  gave  the  matching  lectern  as  a  personal  gift  to  the  Town. 

Article  1  -  To  choose  all  necessary  Town  Officers  for  the  year  ensu- 
ing. This  had  been  done  by  ballot  earlier  in  the  day  and  the  following 
officers  had  been  elected: 

Selectman  for  three  years  Bernard  F.  Hurley 

Highway  Commissioner  for  one  year  Elwyn  R.  Thurston 

Auditor  for  one  year  Douglas  K.  Blue 

Trustee  of  Trust  Funds  for  three  years  Edith  Dashnau 

Article  2  -  Alexander  McKenzie  moved  that  the  Budget  of  the  Town 
of  Eaton  be  approved  as  printed  in  the  Town  Report,  except  that  the  'Total 
Appropriations"  -  shown  on  page  11  -  be  reduced  by  the  amount  of 
$3,000.00.  Seconded  by  Barbara  McKenzie.  Then  Mr.  McKenzie  gave  this 
explanation:  "It  is  required  that  the  Town  vote  on  a  Warrant  article  speci- 
fying the  amount  and  purpose  of  an  appropriation  for  Capital  Reserve. 
We  have  in  Article  9  and  Article  15  an  opportunity  to  vote  sums  of 
$3,000.00  for  specified  purposes.  For  those  interested,  you  may  read  in 
the  Minutes  of  last  years'  meeting,  at  the  bottom  of  page  17,  a  statement 
by  the  Selectmen  concerning  a  similar  action  on  that  year's  Article  2." 
The  new  amount  of  Total  Appropriations  of  $112,706.00  was  voted  on 
and  passed  48-0. 

Article  3  -  Barbara  McKenzie  moved  and  Mary  Gospodarek  seconded 
to  see  if  the  Town  will  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  borrow  money  in  an- 
ticipation of  taxes,  if  necessasry.  Passed  48-0. 

Article  4  -  Paul  Hennigan  moved,  Charles  Hurll  seconded,  to  see  if 
the  Town  will  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  administer  or  dispose  of  any 
real  estate  acquired  by  the  Town  through  Tax  Collector  Deeds,  reference 
RSA  80:42.  Mr.  Hurll  was  asked  to  explain  how  the  Town  acquired  such 
deeds  and  how  the  property  was  usually  disposed  of,  which  he  did.  Mo- 
tion accepted  48-0.

Written  ballots 
counted:  46,  Yes;  17,  No.  Article  passed. 

Article  7  -  Alex  McKenzie  moved,  Mary  Gospodarek  seconded:  To 
see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Eaton  Conservation  Commis- 
sion to  make  application  for  a  grant  or  grants  from  appropriate  trust  fund 
to  enhance  the  public  usefulness  of  the  Town  lands.  Mr.  McKenzie  ex- 
plained that  a  small  fund  has  been  established  in  trust  for  the  use  of  Eaton 
Conservation  Commission,  but  has  to  have  the  approval  of  the  Town  to 
apply  for  it.  Anne  Donahue  asked  what  was  meant  by  "enhancement  of 
public  usefulness  of  Town  lands."

REPORT  OF  TOWN  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN 
AND  STATE  FOREST  RANGERS 

Between  July  1984  and  June  1985,  we  experienced  more  forest  fires 
throughout  our  state  than  in  any  year  in  the  last  50.  Two  of  the  leading 
causes  of  the  1,605  fires  were  children  and  fires  kindled  without  written 
permission  of  a  Forest  Fire  Warden.  Both  causes  are  preventable,  but  on- 
ly with  your  help. 

Please  help  our  town  and  state  forest  fire  officials  with  forest  fire  preven- 
tion. Contact  your  Forest  Fire  Warden  for  more  information. 

Enforcement  of  a  state  timber  harvest  regulation  is  the  responsibility 
of  State  Forestry  officials.  Our  state  has  excellent  timber  harvest  regula- 
tion; however,  your  assistance  is  needed. 

If  you  know  of  a  logging  operation  and  suspect  a  state  timber  harvest 
law  may  be  violated,  call  your  Forest  Fire  Warden. 

If  you  own  forest  land,  you  will  become  responsible  for  the  timber  tax 
payment  starting  April  1,  1986.  This  is  a  change  in  the  Timber  Tax  Law 
that  will  impact  all  forest  landowners.  Contact  your  Board  of  Selectmen 
for  timber  tax  forms.

EATON  CONSERVATION  COMMISSION 

1985 

The  long  awaited  survey  of  town  lands  saw  its  completion  this  fall  with 
the  work  being  done  by  Forest  Land  Improvements  of  Chocorua  N.H.. 
Boundary  lines  have  been  clearly  indentified  and  values  established  with 
regards  to  future  harvesting  potentials  within  these  remaining  lots. 

This  was  a  newburn  year  on  Brooks  Pasture  so  no  crop  was  realized. 
As  shown  attached  to  the  report  of  the  Eaton  Conservation  Fund  the  Town 
received  its  share  of  the  Foss  Mountain  blueberry  harvest,  and  this  money 
has  gone  directly  into  general  revenues  to  help  reduce  taxes.  The  Com- 
mission appreciates  the  Townpeople's  assistance  in  preserving  this  crop. 

Interest  in  preserving  the  Town's  wetlands  played  a  key  role  in  this 
year's  Commission  activities,  when  it  was  called  upon  to  review  and  act 
on  a  dredge  and  fill  case. 

In  the  area  of  aesthetics  and  promoting  an  appreciation  for  our  Town's 
land  the  Commission  took  action  and  purchased  a  picnic  table  for  the 
Hatch  Woods  area  also  known  as  "the  Grove".  The  Commission  also 
gathered  vital  information  necessary  to  organize  for  the  1986  season  a 
crew  interested  in  cleaning  up  some  of  the  older  cemeteries  in  Eaton. 

The  Commission  recognizes  the  appeal  Foss  Mountain  has  to 
Townspeople  as  well  as  visitors  and  continues  to  keep  a  close  watch  on 
the  condition  of  the  trail  to  the  summit,  to  ensure  irreparable  damage 
does  not  occur  because  of  high  use. 

Again  no  interest  was  sparked  in  the  Society  for  the  Protection  of  New 
Hampshire  Forest's  Conservation  Camp  in  any  Eaton  students,  in  spite 
of  a  new  promotional  program  attempted  in  the  high  school.  The  Com- 
mission decided  to  turn  their  energy  towards  the  elementary  school  age 
student  and  become  involved  in  the  Tin  Mountain  program  in  Jackson. 

As  provided  under  its  bylaws,  regular  meetings  of  the  Commission  are 
held  at  7:30  P.M.  on  the  second  Monday  of  each  month  from  April 
through  November  at  the  Eaton  Town  Hall.  Special  meetings  are  given 
advance  public  notice.  All  meetings  are  by  law  open  to  the  public.  The 
Commissioners  welcome  active  participation,  especially  by  residents  and 
taxpayers.

ANNUAL  REPORT 

Calendar  year  1985  was  a  busy  and  productive  year  for  the  North  Coun- 
try Council  as  it  continued  to  provide  a  wide  range  of  assistance  to  towns 
and  cities  in  the  North  Country. 

The  Council  is  a  regional  non-profit,  public  agency  chartered  under  NH 
RSA  36:45  and  is  responsible  for  providing  its  member  communities 
assistance  in  local  community  planning,  economic  development,  solid 
waste,  transportation  and  various  other  community  services.  Besides  the 
direct  assistance  the  Council  provides  each  member  community,  it  is  an 
advocate  for  all  North  Country  towns  in  legislative  and  funding  issues 
at  the  state  and  federal  governments. 

In  Eaton,  the  Council  developed  site  plan  review  regulation  and  pro- 
vided information  on  master  planning  to  the  Planning  Board. 

Economic  development  is  an  important  part  of  the  Council's  overall 
agency  mission.  This  year  the  Council  produced  a  video  promoting  the 
North  Country  as  "The  Sensible  Place  to  do  Business."  The  video  was 
developed  to  be  a  marketing  tool  to  assist  local  development  organiza- 
tions publicize  to  southern  New  Hampshire  businesses  why  the  North 
Country  is  a  logical  choice  of  location.  In  October,  the  Council  co-hosted 
with  Governor  John  Sununu  a  development  forum  in  Manchester  to 
discuss  with  southern  New  Hampshire  business  executives  the  advan- 
tages of  expanding  to  the  North  Country.  Over  85  businesses  participated 
in  this  affair  and  the  response  from  the  business  community  was  very 
positive.  The  Council  is  now  developing  follow  up  contact  with  interested 
businesses  through  the  State  Office  of  Industrial  Development. 

The  Council  again  provided  information  and  guidance  to  several  towns 
on  federal  and  state  grant  and  loan  programs.  This  past  year  saw  well 
over  $2.0  million  in  Community  Development  Block  Grant  funds  come 
to  the  region  for  such  activities  as  housing  rehabilitation,  downtown 
revitalization,  business  revolving  loan  funds,  and  housing  rehabilitation 
feasibility  studies. 

Community  planning  assistance  has  emphasized  master  planning  and 
improvement  in  local  land  use  controls.  New  state  mandates  and  com- 
mercial and  residential  growth  in  several  towns  have  created  busy  work 
loads  for  planning  boards.  The  Council's  assistance  takes  many  forms: 
regional  workshops,  newsletters,  regulation  review  and  update,  and 
assistance  on  a  regular  or  one-time  basis  for  subdivision  and  site  plan 
applications.

The  Council  again  co-sponsored  the  Municipal  Law  Lecture  series  with 
the  NH  Municipal  Association.  The  Law  Lecture  this  year  covered  such 
topics  as  local  planning  board  procedures,  administration  and  enforce- 
ment of  ordinances  and  review  of  recent  court  cases  and  state  law  changes 
regarding  local  land  use  planning.  The  Council  also  sponsored  a  separate 
Coos  County  Land  Use  Control  Workshop  which  provided  additional 
assistance  to  those  local  officials  in  the  county. 

Overall,  the  Council's  major  objective  is  to  work  with  North  Country 
towns  in  solving  local  and  regional  problems.  We  rely  on  and  appreciate 
the  involvement  of  town  officials  and  residents  and  look  forward  to 
assisting  your  town  this  coming  year. 


LETTER  TO  THE  BOARD  OF  SELECTMEN 
TOWN  OF  EATON 

Dear  Members  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen: 

The  Family  Health  Centre  is  requesting  $250  from  the  Town  of  Eaton 
to  support  our  Family  Planning  and  Pre-Natal  Programs. 

In  June  of  last  year  we  received  a  $30,000  yearly  grant  to  establish  a 
county-wide  pre-natal  program.  This  program  serves  over  45  low  income 
women  and  teenagers  in  Carroll  County  and  provides  comprehensive  pre- 
natal care  including  medical  care,  nutritional  counseling,  social  services, 
health  education  and  adoption  counseling.  We  also  provide  housing 
assistance  and  transportation. 

In  October  of  this  year  we  assumed  responsibility  for  the  Family  Plan- 
ning Program  in  southern  Carroll  County  which  had  previously  been  ad- 
ministered by  the  Belknap/Merrimack  Community  Action  Program.  It  was 
felt  that  by  developing  a  county-wide  program  we  could  offer  more  cost 
effective  services  which  would  be  more  available  and  accessible. 

Family  Planning  provides  comprehensive  reproductive  health  care  in- 
cluding physical  examinations,  health  education  and  counseling,  screen- 
ing for  and  treatment  of  sexually  transmitted  diseases,  infertility  services, 
pregnancy  testing  and  contraception.  We  do  not  provide  abortions,  nor 
do  we  pay  for  them.  We  emphasize  family  involvement  whenever 
possible. 

Both  family  planning  and  pre-natal  services  are  provided  at  these  sites: 
Main  Street  Professional  Building,  North  Conway;  Ossipee  Concerned 
Citizens  Building,  Center  Ossipee;  and  Huggins  Hospital,  Wolfeboro.  All 
services  are  fee  scaled  and  no  one  is  refused  services  due  to  inability  to 
pay. 
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During  its  four  years  of  existence,  Family  Planning  of  Northern  Carroll 
County  has  received  financial  support  from  the  northern  eight  towns  in 
the  County.  Last  year  we  also  asked,  and  received,  support  from  those 
towns  for  our  pre-natal  program.  Now  that  we  are  a  county-wide  pro- 
gram we  are  requesting  support  from  the  eight  towns  in  southern  Car- 
roll County. 

Last  year  we  asked  for  and  received  a  total  of  $5,500.  This  year  we  are 
requesting  a  total  figure  of  $10,225  from  the  16  towns.  The  increase  is 
due  partially  to  the  expansion  of  the  program  county-wide  and  partially 
to  offset  a  17%  reduction  in  federal  funding  for  the  Family  Planning  pro- 
gram (approximately  $7,000  total).  This  state-wide  funding  reduction  is 
due  to  the  transfer  of  Social  Service  Block  Grant  funds  within  the  Depart- 
ment of  Public  Health. 

Family  Planning  has  proven  to  be  an  extremely  cost-effective  preven- 
titive  program  nation  wide,  and  we  are  committed  to  continuing  to  pro- 
vide service  at  the  current  level.  We  have  over  800  family  planning  pa- 
tients and  45  pre-natal  patients  enrolled  in  our  programs.  Nearly  25  pa- 
tients are  Eaton  residents.

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PRINCIPAL'S  REPORT 
CONWAY  ELEMENTARY  SCHOOL 

by  David  Hawkins 

On  a  small  island  in  the  middle  of  New  York  Harbor  stands  a  statue 
that  has  represented  the  promise  of  America  for  millions  of  new 
Americans.  Lady  Liberty,  as  she  has  become  know,  is  approaching  her 
100th  birthday.  Her  symbolism  for  over  a  century  is  being  recognized  by 
the  extensive  rejuvenation  and  restoration  project  now  underway.  In  a 
way,  the  greatest  promise  that  the  statue  represents  is  that  of  hope  and 
opportunity,  not  just  for  ourselves,  but  for  our  children  and  their  children 
to  follow.  Strongly  rooted  in  that  tradition  of  hope  is  the  commitment 
of  a  free  and  universal  education. 

For  generations  of  Americans,  the  public  schools  have  served  as  the 
key  for  that  promise  of  hope  and  opportunity.  Working  together,  the 
schools,  the  homes  and  the  community  have  been  able  to  provide  that 
opportunity  to  take  an  education  second  to  none.  But,  as  in  the  past,  op- 
portunity seems  only  to  knock.  Making  use  of  that  opportunity  has  been 
and  still  is  up  to  the  individual,  through  the  individual  and  the  home. 
No  one  in  any  land  or  in  any  school  system  can  give  any  child  an  educa- 
tion, for  there  is  no  such  thing  as  compulsory  education;  there  can  only 
be  compulsory  attendance. 

The  restoration  of  the  Statue  of  Liberty  is  symbolic  to  a  much  greater 
degree  than  the  actual  improvements  to  the  monument.  Its  renovation 
serves  as  renewal  of  the  partnership  between  the  schools  and  the  com- 
munity, for  it  was  as  it  is  today  the  efforts  of  children  across  the  nation 
that  contributed  to  the  financing  that  built  and  restored  the  Lady. 

Cooperation  and  partnership  fueled  by  the  hope  of  a  better  tomorrow 
have  provided  the  foundation  for  us  to  build.  The  entire,  elaborate  and 
expensive  educational  structure  cannot  do  the  job  alone.  The  ultimate 
responsibility  for  all  learning  rests  with  the  students  and  their  families. 
It  is  a  burden  that  is  heavy  and  life-long,  but  a  burden  that  the  staff  at 
Conway  Elementary  School  is  eager  and  willing  to  share  with  you. 

Our  efforts  continue  to  be  dedicated  to  the  task  of  making  the  oppor- 
tunity for  learning  as  attractive  to  your  child  as  possible.  Striving  to 
develop  and  adapt  our  programs  to  reflect  the  needs  of  all  children,  our 
goal  of  quality  educational  opportunity  remains  rooted  in  high  expecta- 
tions. Our  commitment  that  all  children  give  the  best  they  can  in  every 
situation  is  stressed,  not  only  in  academics,  but  on  a  personal  level  as  well. 

Our  efforts  and  intentions  remain  great,  and  with  your  continued  sup- 
port, quality  of  educational  opportunity  for  all  children  will  continue  to 
improve. 
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SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT 

by  Dr.  Francis  M.  Murphy 
STATE  OF  THE  SCHOOLS 

In  the  year  since  my  last  report  to  you  in  this  booklet,  a  great  deal  has 
happened.  The  New  Hampshire  Legislature  has  approved  a  bill  allow- 
ing retroactive  payment  to  the  Conway  School  Board  for  building  aid  for 
having  an  AREA  school,  if  by  1988  Conway  succeeds  with  the  sending 
towns  in  officially  becoming  an  AREA  school.  The  law  requires  many 
things  in  order  to  be  so  considered.  We  have  met  that  code  since  1961 
with  one  notable  exception.  In  order  to  be  an  AREA  school,  the  towns 
must  elect,  or  have  their  moderator  appoint,  and  AREA  School  Planning 
Committee  to  write  the  contract  (AREA  Plan)  under  which  the  school  will 
run.  If  we  had  done  this  in  1961  when  our  present  contract  was  initiated, 
the  state  would  be  paying  55%  of  our  captial  building  costs  instead  of 
the  present  30.  Such  an  agreement  would  be  benefitting  us  by  about 
$50,000  per  year.  In  the  time  elapsed  since  the  passage  of  the  bill  to  the 
deadline  in  1988,  the  state  would  be  responsible  to  pay  us  $150,000.  This 
is  the  chief  benefit  of  the  plan  from  a  Conway  perspective. 

What's  in  it  for  the  sending  towns?  Make  no  doubt  about  it,  Conway 
owns  and  controls  Kennett  High  School.  However,  an  AREA  agreement 
could  formalize  the  outlying  towns'  rights  to  have  input  to  the  Kennett 
budget,  program,  and  operations.  Further,  presently  none  of  the  outly- 
ing towns  has  any  long  term  agreement  with  Conway  about  the  rights 
to  secure  for  their  children  space  for  junior  high  school  students  or  elemen- 
tary students.  The  Conway  School  Board  could  exclude  the  Albany  and 
Eaton  K-6  students  any  year  without  notice,  or  the  Freedom,  Madison, 
and  Jackson  junior  high  students.  Such  an  arrangement  does  not  lead 
to  good  planning  and  is  perilous  for  the  towns  involved.  The  present  high 
school  contract  extends  only  to  1993,  after  which  each  town  would  have 
to  negotiate  whether  or  not  they  could  continue  at  Kennett  High  School 
and  how  the  tuition  costs  would  be  apportioned.  In  such  negotiations 
the  towns  would  be  relatively  powerless  to  seek  their  own  advantage. 
An  AREA  agreement  could  and  should  address  all  of  these  problems. 
With  the  substantial  sum  of  money  to  benefit  the  Conway  School  District 
at  risk,  the  outlying  towns  are  presently  in  their  best  negotiating  posture. 

One  of  the  questions  people  ask  about  an  AREA  agreement  is,  Can  a 
town  pull  out  of  it  once  it's  begun?  The  law  states  that  any  town,  with 
a  %  vote,  can  withdraw  from  an  AREA  agreement  with  a  one  year  warn- 
ing anytime  after  the  AREA  agreement  has  been  in  force  for  three  years. 
If  the  AREA  school  enters  a  capital  building  expense  (like  a  new  building), 
the  withdrawing  school  has  to  continue  to  pay  its  share  of  that  capital 
expense  until  it  is  paid  off.  However,  the  AREA  agreement  law  holds 
that  such  capital  expenses  must  be  approved  not  only  by  the  receiving 
school  but  also  by  the  sending  school.  In  short,  withdrawal  from  an  AREA 
agreement  plan  is  far  easier  than  withdrawal  from  the  present  contract. 
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At  this  time  no  one  is  asking  any  of  the  towns  to  agree  to  an  AREA 
agreement.  What  the  voters  are  being  asked  for  is  to  agree  to  send  three 
representatives,  at  least  one  of  which  is  a  school  board  member,  to  a  plan- 
ning committee  to  create  such  a  plan.  Only  after  the  plan  is  created  will 
the  voters  be  asked  to  approve  or  disapprove  the  plan.  Even  a  town  skep- 
tical about  having  an  AREA  agreement  is  wise  to  send  representatives 
to  the  planning  committee  because  unless  the  town  is  represented  on  the 
planning  committee,  they  will  have  no  input  in  the  final  plan;  and  such 
a  plan  could  be  beneficial  to  any  of  the  towns  in  SAU  No.  9  if  it  is  done 
well. 

Other  developments  of  note  this  year  include  a  focus  on  discipline  in 
the  junior/senior  high  school.  The  Kennett  administrative  staff  has  been 
reorganized  so  that  all  five  full-time  administrators  have  discipline  respon- 
sibilities instead  of  only  one.  It  is  tougher  and  tougher  for  students  to 
get  away  with  disciplinary  infractions  at  the  junior/ senior  high  school. 
We  have  set  up  an  in-school  suspension  room  so  that  suspended  students 
need  not  be  released  on  the  streets,  but  instead  are  forced  to  continue 
their  studies  in  an  isolated  room  away  from  their  friends. 

The  junior  high  school  at  Kennett  has  finally  been  completely  separated 
from  the  senior  high  school.  Students  do  not  have  to  leave  the  junior 
high  to  speak  to  an  administrator  or  go  to  the  guidance  office.  The  teachers 
in  the  junior  high  have  created  their  own  bell  schedule  and  their  own 
program,  including  welcome  and  new  junior  high  activities. 

The  new  K-12  computer  curriculum  is  being  piloted  in  a  number  of 
schools,  and  after  revision  this  summer,  will  be  implemented  throughout 
the  SAU.  The  science  and  language  arts  curriculum  are  in  the  midst  of 
a  complete  revision  (K-12).  Language  arts  includes  reading,  writing,  and 
spelling. 

Through  cooperation  with  the  Red  Jacket  and  the  Chamber  of  Com- 
merce, it  looks  as  though  we  will  be  able  to  borrow  the  Birchmont  Tavern 
next  year  as  an  instructional  space  to  install  a  new  culinary  arts  program, 
training  our  students  to  work  in  restaurants  here  in  the  Valley.  The  Adult 
Education  program  in  the  Conway  School  District,  begun  on  a  shoestr- 
ing, has  developed  well  in  its  first  year.  It  looks  as  though  by  July  1  the 
district  will  have  made  a  small  profit  in  the  area  of  adult  education.  The 
programs  offered  have  been  diverse,  ranging  from  a  one  night  seminar 
about  Halley's  comet,  to  a  six  week  program  training  people  to  become 
bank  tellers.  We  have  been  able  to  put  together  a  small  but  dedicated 
group  of  people  to  earn  their  high  school  equivalency  degree,  and  have 
brought  the  Berlin  Vocational  Techinical  School  to  Kennett  to  offer  still 
more  educational  opportunities  to  our  community. 

As  of  this  writing,  we  still  do  not  have  the  results  from  the  state-wide 
achievement  testing.  Preliminary  results  from  the  state  indicate  that  the 
SAU  overall  tested  above  average  for  schools  in  the  State  of  New  Hamp- 
shire. We  are  not  yet  the  best  school  in  the  state,  merely  a  good  school 
working  very  hard  to  become  better.

We  have  examined  the  combined  financial  statements  of  the  School  Ad- 
ministrative Unit  No.  9  as  of  and  for  the  year  ended  June  30,  1985,  as 
listed  in  the  accompanying  table  of  contents.  Our  examination  was  made 
in  accordance  with  generally  accepted  government  auditing  standards  and 
accordingly  included  such  tests  of  the  accounting  records  and  such  other 
auditing  procedures  as  we  considered  necessary  in  the  circumstances. 

As  described  in  Note  IB,  the  combined  financial  statements  referred 
to  above  do  not  include  financial  statements  of  the  General  Fixed  Asset 
Group  of  Accounts,  which  should  be  included  to  conform  with  general- 
ly accepted  accounting  principles. 

In  our  opinion,  except  that  omission  of  the  General  Fixed  Asset  Group 
of  Accounts  results  in  an  incomplete  presentation  as  explained  in  the 
above  Paragraph,  the  combined  financial  statements  referred  to  above 
present  fairly  the  financial  position  of  the  School  Administrative  Unit  No. 
9  at  June  30,  1985  and  the  results  of  its  operations  for  the  year  then  end- 
ed, in  conformity  with  generally  accepted  accounting  principles  applied 
on  a  basis  consistent  with  that  of  the  preceding  year. 

Our  examination  was  made  for  the  purpose  of  forming  an  opinion  on 
the  combined  financial  statements  taken  as  a  whole.  The  supplemental 
schedules  listed  in  the  table  of  contents  are  presented  for  purposes  of 
additional  analysis  and  are  not  a  required  part  of  the  combined  financial 
statements  of  the  School  Administrative  Unit  No.  9.
